He’s a hunted rat,,and these wise, 
wiry terrors of the American navy 
run him to his hole. He may sink a 
hundred or two hundred thousand tons 
of allied shipping a month, but he’s 
lost.

„1 shot the sentry. We then with- 
drew and in doing so ran into another 
post similar to the first, also contain- 
ing about ten Germans. We shot two 
of them and then went back toward 
our line. The Germans began firing, 
wounding one corporal in the leg, but 
both corpora|s reached the American 
line. 

“I was behind, heving stopped to 
fire on the Germans. I reached a point 
about sixty yards from them, when 
the fire got too hot, so I dropped into a 
small hollow, pretending to be wound- 
ed. I stayed there for thirteen hours. 
After dark I crawled W to our own

The bill that is being worked out in 
the committee, he said, will be the 
subject of “fierce criticism” from the 
small concerns which will have to pay 
much heavier war taxes under its pro- 
visions than the big munitions cor- 
porations that were making enormous 
profits before the United States entered 
the war. = 

Charges Partisanship in Bill. 

Mr. Moore expressed the hope that 
the men who can give information on 
profiteering will be summoned before 
the senate finance committee when 
that body takes charge of the revenue 
measure after it has passed the house. 

Partisanship has had too much to 
do with the writing of the bill, Mr. 
Moore suggested, but, he added, the Re- 
publican members of the committee 
will vote for it, because there is no 
other recourse.” 


Burden on Manufacturers. 


He pointed out that the burden of 
taxation has been placed upon the 
manufacturing industries and financial 
institutions, while the Democratic ma- 
jority in the committee has refused to 
adopt a tax on agricultural industries 
and consumption taxes on cotton, 
grain, and the “ breakfast table.” 

He in@icated also that the new reve- 
nue bill will be very cumbersome, 
vague, and involved.

3 to find, ac- 
cording to statistics given in this bul- 
letin, that the per capita consumption 
of sugar in the United Staets for the 
year 1917-1918" was 84.35 pounds. 
When some people are doing so much 
to conserve sugar, what must some 
other people be doing? In the year 
1912-1913 the consumption was 86.04. 

There certainly is a sugar leak some- 
where when the statisties for the year 
just past show so slight a decrease. 
The paragraphs on general direc- 
tions for the use of sirups in baking 
contain the general help that the 
housekeeper needs for adapting her 
own recipes to the sugar shortage. 
These are: N. 

It is possible to bake without using 
any granulated sugar. Corn sirup, 


honey, maple sugar, maple sirup, and 


molasses will sweeten muffins, cakes, 
and cookies. In using corn sirup, how- 
ever, it is well to remember that it con- 
tains some water and its sugars are 
less sweet than granulated sugar. 
When using one cup of this sirup, the 
liquid called for by the recipes may be 
reduced by approximately one-fourth 
cup. One cup of the sirup will have a 
little less sweetening power than 
three-fourths of a cup of sugar.

{| “In the sweet cakes it is not satis- 


factory to use all sirup and no sugar. 
The product is gummy and falls. 


used to one and three-fourths cups of

“The sweetening power of honey 1

seldom necessary to allow more than 
one-fourth teaspoon of soda to one cup
